A great deal of speculation is going on concerning the 


number of men to be furnished from Clearfield county by ^ 
the first draft. It has been established that the quota f or (io7 
the county will be 431. But this total will include all en- 
listments in the National Guard and regular army since 
April 1st, so it is generally understood. 


This being the case >the total number of men to be 


selected from those drafted today will be in the neighbor- 
hood of 250, as it is conservatively estimated that the 
.voluntary enlistments from the entire county in all 
bi'anches of army service will easily total two hundred. 


The DuBois recruiting office records show that since 


war v. as declared against .Germany on April 2nd one hun- 
dred and twenty-four men from Clearfield county have en- 
listed in the army through this one recruiting office alone. 


Of this number 54 came from District No. 1, a large 


majority of the number being from Clearfield, while Cur- 
wensville was very well represented. 


; District No. 2, of which DuBois is a part, furnished 


L-ixty-one of the one hundred and twenty-four, while Dis- 
irict No. 3 supplied but nine. In consequence of these

Of the sixty-one from District No. 2, DuBois claims 


forty-six, and in addition to this number has some thirty 
five or forty enlistments in Co. H, of the Sixteenth Regi- 
ment at Ridgway, and this number will also be substract- 
ed from District No. 2's quota. 


Of the number necessary to make up the total county 


enlistment of two hundred a large number of these will 
also be credited to District No. 1 and Clearfield, because 
while almost all the enlistments f o District No. 2 went 
through the DuBois recruiting office that was not true of 
our district, we have a number enlisted in Company L 
of the 18th Regiment, six members of the Boal Machine 
Gun Company and many other enlistment^ at Altoona, 
Pittsburg, Columbus, Port Slocum direct and other re- 
cruiting offices. 


While Clearfield of course has sent out a majority of 


those going from this district, there is no way to deter- 
mine how many will be taken from this town by reason of 
the draft, because the District will be taken as a whole 
and cannot be subdivided into smaller units and the num- 
ber taken from each precinct will depend of course first 
upon the number of men actually drafted from the dis- 
trict and then the number of acceptances after the draft

A great deal of speculation is going on concerning the 


number of men to be furnished from Clearfield county by ^ 
the first draft. It has been established that the quota f or (io7 
the county will be 431. But this total will include all en- 
listments in the National Guard and regular army since 
April 1st, so it is generally understood. 


This being the case >the total number of men to be 


selected from those drafted today will be in the neighbor- 
hood of 250, as it is conservatively estimated that the 
.voluntary enlistments from the entire county in all 
bi'anches of army service will easily total two hundred. 


The DuBois recruiting office records show that since 


war v. as declared against .Germany on April 2nd one hun- 
dred and twenty-four men from Clearfield county have en- 
listed in the army through this one recruiting office alone. 


Of this number 54 came from District No. 1, a large 


majority of the number being from Clearfield, while Cur- 
wensville was very well represented. 


; District No. 2, of which DuBois is a part, furnished 


L-ixty-one of the one hundred and twenty-four, while Dis- 
irict No. 3 supplied but nine. In consequence of these

Of the sixty-one from District No. 2, DuBois claims 


forty-six, and in addition to this number has some thirty 
five or forty enlistments in Co. H, of the Sixteenth Regi- 
ment at Ridgway, and this number will also be substract- 
ed from District No. 2's quota. 


Of the number necessary to make up the total county 


enlistment of two hundred a large number of these will 
also be credited to District No. 1 and Clearfield, because 
while almost all the enlistments f o District No. 2 went 
through the DuBois recruiting office that was not true of 
our district, we have a number enlisted in Company L 
of the 18th Regiment, six members of the Boal Machine 
Gun Company and many other enlistment^ at Altoona, 
Pittsburg, Columbus, Port Slocum direct and other re- 
cruiting offices. 


While Clearfield of course has sent out a majority of 


those going from this district, there is no way to deter- 
mine how many will be taken from this town by reason of 
the draft, because the District will be taken as a whole 
and cannot be subdivided into smaller units and the num- 
ber taken from each precinct will depend of course first 
upon the number of men actually drafted from the dis- 
trict and then the number of acceptances after the draft
